Too much enthusiasm cannot 
be shown in a fly eradication 
program because flies are known 
to carry the polio virus. 
The State Health D epartm ent 
! heartily endorses a fly spraying 
’ program , provided it includes a 
general clean-up campaign car­ 
ried out during th e ^ n tire year. 
In a well-planned fly control 
program , all places where flies 
gather, such as dumps, rubbish 
piles, garbage piles, and decaying 
vegetation, should be cleaned up 
by hauling them away or bury­ 
ing. Proper garbage and rubbish 
containers with fly tight covers 
should be demanded. All build­ 
ings should be screened. Then, a 
sprayer outfit should be used to 
spray the surfaces where insects 
light or breed. 
There are five suggested rules 
listed by the National Founda­ 
tion for Infantile Paralysis which 
everyone should observe during 
the polio epidemic period. They 
are:

THE FBI’S CONFIDENTIAL 
FILES 
The question of whether or not 
the confidential files of the FB I 
should be opened, in order to af 
firm or refute current charges 
that certain men high in the gov­ 
ernment are Communist stooges, 
has been much in the headlines. 
To many, it may seem a reason­ 
able procedure. But the Bureau » 
director, J. Edgar Hoover, sees 
the m atter differently. And his 
twofold 
re a so n 
fo r opposing 
opening of the files is of the high 
est importance. 
First, opening the files would 
gravely damage the Bureau’s fu­ 
ture efforts in obtaining confiden­ 
tial information, by disclosing the 
names of informants. Some of 
the witnesses whose testimony 
led to the conviction ot the eleven 
Communist leaders in New York 
had risked their lives as under­ 
cover employees of the FBI. In 
Mr. Hoover's words, “ A disclos­ 
ure of FBI reports would reveal 
the 
id e n tity 
of 
confidential 
sources of information and, if it 
did not place the lives of such 
persons in actual jeopardy, it 
would certainly ruin their future 
value and effectiveness.” 
And 
moreover, criminals and subver 
sires would be forewarned and 
would 
conduct 
themselves 
ac 
cooingly. 
Second, opening the files could 
do the most serious and unwar­ 
ranted injustice to individuals.

THE DRAFT AT A GLANCE 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—Here is a brief summary of the draft 
, action taken by President Truman yesterday, along with main pro- 
! visions of the selective service act which becomes effective to­ 
morrow*: 


Armed forces strength—may be increased by draft, if voluntary 
enlistments fail, to top limit allowed by law: 2,005,882. Strength 
as of May 31—1,458,400. Difference 547,482. 


Who must register—All males between 18 and 26. 
Who may be inducted—All registrants over 19 years old. 
Who may volunteer—Anyone who is 17 or older. Seventeen- 
year-olds must have parental consent. 


Term of service—21 months for draftees; at least three years 
for army volunteers; at least four for navy; four years for marines; 
four years for air force. 


Reserves—May be called up under the law, along with national 
guard, but probably won’t be, at least immediately. All services will 
“welcome” certain specially-qualified volunteer reservists.

Strip Cropping 


Good Practice For 


Soil Erosion 


Sand blows most in March and 
April but now is the time to 
start thinking about what to do 
to stop it next spring. Several 
things can be done to avoid a 
bad situation during the windy 
season and some of them should 
be done this summer and fall. 
Strip cropping is a very good 
practice to control wind erosion. 
On land that blows, a system of 
strip cropping with four rows of 
sorghum alternated with eight 
rows of peanuts or other clean 
tilled crop does a good job. Land 
following a crop of peanuts us­ 
ually blows worse than following j 
other crops, because it is bare 
during 
the 
winter 
and 
early 
spring. 
Having strips of sor-j 
ghum, or any crop producing a; 
stubble to leave to serve as a| 
windbreak, doesn’t let the wind j 
have sufficient distance to pick j 
up and blow the sand. Any crop I 
will do to put in these strips 
that will be left on the land u n til1 


the windy season is over the fol­ 
lowing spring. 
W inter cover crops are very 
good to prevent wind erosion and 
also to build up the soil fertility 
as it can be turned under after 
the windy season and followed by 
the regular crop. This gives com­ 
plete cover to the land during the 
winter and early spring and in­ 
creases the fertility. It has the 
disadvantage of having to be 
planted after other crops are har­ 
vested and many falls are dry 
and the cover crop can not be 
planted or a poor stand obtained. 
A good system is to use strips 
and overseed the entire field to 
winter cover crops of Vetch or 
winter peas as the strips of sor­ 
ghum need this soil building to 
replenish plant food taken out by 
the sorghum. The sorghum strip 
should be moved every year to 
complete a rotation every third 
year. 
Any field subject to wind ero­ 
sion that has a crop other than 
peanuts should not be plowed 
until 
late spring so th at the 
cover, such as stalks, weeds and 
grasses, can stay on the land to 
keep 
down blowing. 
J* corn, 
which needs to be planted early, 
is to be planted on this land, it 
should be planted in strips the 


same as peanuts and the rest of 
the land prepai-ed later for crops 
planted later in the season. 
Wind erosion sometimes can be 
controlled 
by 
proper 
tillage 
methods. A field having weeds 
and grass that should not be al­ 
lowed to make seed should be 
onewayed just deep enough to 
kill the vegetation but leaving 
most of it on top of the ground. 
The same result may be obtained 
by discing. 
This trash left on 
top will prevent wind from pick­ 
ing up and blowing the sand. 
The most expensive way to 
stop sand is by listing and some­ 
times harrowing. This is success­ 
ful sometimes but is not effective 
if excessively dry and usually has 
| to be done after every rain. A 
good system of strip crops and 
cover crops makes a good rota­ 
tion with a good soil building 
crop program as well as year 
long 
control of wind erosion. 
Let’s plan our cropping prgoram 
now for protecting our soil from 
the wind the entire year. 
The Soil Conservation Service 
personnel at Bridgeport assisting 
the Upper West Fork Soil Con­ 
servation District are assisting 
co-operators in working out a 
program of conservation on their 
land to prevent wind erosion.
